In  the  Senate  on  Wednesday,  February  6th, 
a  bill  was  passed  authorizing  the  Secretary  of 
War  to  employ  counsel  for  General  Msapc 
and  bis  officers  in  any  suits  that  may  be 
brought  against  them  for  acts  committed  un- 
der the  Reconstruction  Laws.  This  was  done 
because  of  Attorney  Oeneial  Stanbert  s 
known  belief  that  these  laws  are  unconstitu- 
tional, and  his  unfitness,  therefore,  to  defend 
officers  for  acts  done  under  their  authority. 
The  same  bill  afterward  passed  the  House. 

The  reconstruction  debate  was  continued  in 
a  speech  made  by  Mr.  Morrilx,  of  Maine.  In 
the  course  of  bis  remarks  Mr.  Morrill  crea- 
ted a  good  deal  of  amusement  by  quoting  a 
serie&lof  resolutions  offered  by  Garrett  Davis 
in  1862.  in  which  the  right  of  Congress  to  re- 
duce the  rebel  States  to  territories  in  the 
event  of  their  continued  resistance  is  said  to 
be  distinctly  asserted.  Mr.  Davis  promised 
to  explain  the  matter  in  a  speech  a  few  day-* 
hence,  but  Mr.  Morrill  said  that  was  unnec- 
essary, and  that  the  only  question  was. 
whether  Davis  or  Scmner  was  entitled  to  the 
credit  of  first  announcing  the  territorial  doc- 
trine. Congress,  be  said,  had  never  attempt- 
ed to  go  as  far  as  the  Davis  resolutions. 

On  tnc  same  day  the  House  resumed,  as 
unfinished  business,  the  bill  pending  on 
Tuesday  to  declare  forfeited  certain  lands 
heretofore  granted  to  the  Southern  States  for 
railroad  purposes,  and,  after  exempting  the 
Nashville  and  Decatur  Railroad,  the  bill 
passed  by  thirteen  mnjority.

Taking  this  view  of  the  subject,  and  learn 
ng  on  Saturday,  the  11th  inRt  .  that  the  Sen- 
ate had  taken  up  the  subject  of  Stanton's 
suspension,  after  some  conversation  with 
Lieutenant  General  Shcrhian  and  some  mem- 
iers  of  my  staff,  in  which  I  stated  that  the 
aw  left  me  no  discretion  as  to  my  action 
should  Mr.  Stanton  be  reinstated,  and  I  in- 
tended to  inform  the  President,  I  went  to 
bo  President  for  tho  eoIc  purpose  of  making 
this  decision  known,  and  I  did  raakh  it  so 
known.  In  this  I  fulfilled  the  promise  made 
in  our  last  preceding  conversation  on  the 
subject.  The  President,  bowaver,  instead  of 
•tcctptiog  my  view  of  the  requirements  of  the 
tenure  of  office  bill,  contended  that  he  had 
suspended  Mr.  Stanton  under  the  authority 
given  by  the  Constitution,  and  the  same  a< 
thority  did  not  preclude  him  from  reporting 
*3  an  act  of  courtesy,  his  reasons  for  the  sus- 
pension, and  to  state  that  having  been  ap- 
pointed under  the  authority  given  by  the 
Constitution  and  not  under  act  of  Congress,  I 
could  not  be  governed  by  the  act.  I  stated 
that  the  law  was  binding  on  me.  Consti- 
tution or  not,  until  set  aside  by  the  proper 
tribunal. 

An  hour  was  consumed  in  each  reiterating 
his  views  on  this  subject,  until  getting  late, 
the  President  said  he  would  see  me  again.  1 
did  not  agree  to  call  again  on  Monday,  nor  at 
any  other  definite  time,  nor  was  I  sent  for  by 
tbe  President  until  the  following  Tuesday. 
From  the  11th  inst.  to  the  Cabinet  meeting  on 
the  14th  inst.,  a  doubt  never  entered  my  mind 
about  the  President  fully  understanding  my 
positiou,  namely :  that  if  the  Senate  refused 
to  concur  iu  the  suspension  of  Mr.  Stanton, 
my  powers  as  Secretary  of  War,  ad  interim, 
would  cease,  and  Mr.  Stanton's  right  to  re- 
sume at  once  the  functions  ot  his  office  would, 
under  the  law,  be  indisputable,  and  I  acted 
accordingly  With  Mr.  Stanton  I  had  no 
communication,  direct  or  indirect,  upon  the 
subject  of  his  reinstatement  during  his  sus- 
pension I  knew  it  bad  been  recommended 
to  the  President  to  send  the  name  of  Gover- 
nor Cox,  of  Ohio,  for  Secretary  of  War,  and 
thus  save  all  embarrassment;  a  proposition 
thr.t  I  siucerely  hoped  he  would  entertain  fa- 
vorably.

and  thst  I  had  ceased  to  be  Secretary  of  War 
ad  interim,  cud  who  saw  the  President  open 
and  read  th?  communication,  brought  back  to 
me  from  th*  President  a  message  that  he 
wanted  to  see  me  at  the  Cabinet  meeting,  af- 
ter I  bad  m  ide  known  the  fact  that  I  was  no 
longer  Secretary  of  War  ad  interim.  At  thi ; 
■neeting,  after  opening  it  as  though  I  were  n 
member  of  his  Cabinet,  when  reminded  that 
notification  had  already  been  given  him  that 
I  was  no  longer  .Secretary  of  War  ad  interim, 
the  President  gave  a  version  of  the  oonversa- 
On  this  statement  it 
was  asserted  in  both  conversation.*  I  had 
agreed  to  hold  on  to  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
War  until  displaced  by  tho  courts  or  resign, 
so  as  to  placo  the  President  where  he  would 
have  been  had  I  never  accepted  the  office. 

After  hearing  the  President  through,  I  sta- 
ted our  conversation  substantially  as  given  in 
this  letter.  I  will  add  that  my  conversation 
before  the  Cabinet  embraced  other  matters 
not  pertinent  here,  and  therefore  left  out.  I 
in  nowise  admitted  tbe  correctness  of  the 
Presidents  statement  of  our  conversation, 
though  to  soften  the  evident  contradiction 
contained  in  my  statement,  I  said,  alluding  to 
our  first  conversation  on  the  subject,  the

31,  ls0- 
Glnlkal:  1  have  received  your  communi- 
cation of  the  28th  inst,  renewingyour  request 
of  the  24th.  that  I  should  repeat  in  a  written 
form  my  verbal  instructions  of  the  lVth  inst., 
vie :  That  you  obey  no  order  from  the  Hon. 
E.  M.  Stantcn,  as  Secretary  of  War,  unless 
you  have  information  that  it  was  iisuej  by 
the  President's  direction.  In  submitting  this 
request,  with  which  I  complied  on  the  29th 
inst.,  you  take  occasion  to  allude  to  a  recent 
publication  in  reference  to  the  circumstance 
connected  with  the  vacation  by  yourselt  o*  the 
office  cf  Secretary  of  War  ad  interim,  and 
with  a  view  of  correcting  the  statements 
which  ycu  term  gross  misrepresentations, 
give  et  length  your  own  recollection  of  the 
tacts  under  which  and  without  the  sanction  of 
the  President,  from  whom  you  had  received 
and  accepted  the  appointment,  you  yielded 
the  Department  of  War  to  the  present  incum- 
bent. 

As  stated  in  your  communication,  some 
time  niter  you  had  assumed  tho  duties  of  sec- 
retary of  War  ad  interim,  that  we  inierchan 
ged  views  respecting  the  course  that  should 
be  pursued  in  the  event  of  the  non  concur- 
rence by  the  Senate,  in  the  suspension  of  Mr. 
Stanton.  I  sought  that  interview,  calling  my- 
self at  the  War  Department.  My  .wle  object 
in  then  bringing  the  subject  to  your  attention 
was  to  nscertnin  what  would  be  your  own  ac- 
tion should  such  an  attempt  be  made  for  hi j 
restoration  to  the  War  Department.  That 
object  was  accomplished,  for  the  interview 
terminated  with  the  distinct  understanding 
that,  if  after  reflection,  you  should  prefer  not 
to  become  a  party  to  the  controversy,  or  con- 
clude that  it  would  be  your  duty  to  surrender 
the  Department  to  Mr.  Stantou  upon  action 
in  his  favor  by  the  Senate,  you  were  to  return 
the  office  to  me  prior  to  action  by  the  Senate, 
in  order  that,  if  I  desired  to  do  so,  I  might 
designate  some  one  to  succeed  you 

It  must  have  been  apparent  to  you  that,  had 
not  an  understanding  been  reached,  it  was  my 
purpose  to  relieve  yna  of  the  further  discharge 
of  the  duties  as  Secretary  of  War  ad  interim, 
and  to  appoint  some  other  one  in  that  capac- 
ity. Other  conversations  upon  the  subject 
ensued,  all  having,  on  my  part,  the  same  ob- 
ject and  leading  to  the  same  conclusion  as  at 
the  first.  It  ia  not  uecessary,  however,  to  re- 
fer to  any  of  them,  except  the  statement  men- 
tioned in  your  communication.  As  it  was 
then  known  that  the  Senate  had  proceeded 
in  the  case  of  Mr.  Stanton,  I  was  anxious  to 
learn  your  determination.  After  a  protracted 
interview,  during  which  the  provisions  of  the 
tenure  of  office  bill  were  fully  discussed,  you 
said  that,  as  it  had  been  agreed  upon  in  our 
first  conference,  you  would  either  return  the 
office  to  my  possession  in  time  to  enable  me 
to  appoint  a  successor  before  the  final  action 
of  the  Senate  upon  Mr.  Stanton's  suspension, 
or  would  remain  at  its  bead,  awaiting  a  decis- 
ion by  judicial  proceedings.

dence  of  an  arrangement  of  the  kind  I  have 
mentioned.  You  have  found  in  our  first  con- 
ference that  the  President  was  desirous  of 
keeping  Mr.  Stanton  out  of  office  whether  sus- 
tained in  the  suspension  or  not.  You  knew 
what  reasons  bad  induced  tbe  President  to 
ask  from  you  a  promise.  Yon  knew  also  that 
in  case  your  views  of  duty  did  not  accord  with 
his  own  convictions,  it  was  his  purpose  to  fill 
your  place  by  another  anpointment  Even 
ignoring  the  existence  of  a  positive  under- 
standing between  us,  the  conclusions  were 
plainly  deducible  from  our  various  conversa- 
tions. It  is  certain,  however,  that  even  under 
these  circumstances,  you  did  not  offer  to  re- 
turn the  place  to  my  possession^  but,  accord- 
ing to  your  own  statc-ment,  placed  yourself  in 
a  position  where,  could  1  have  anticipated 
your  nction,  I  would  have  been  compelled  to 
&-.L  of  you,  as  I  wes  compelled  to  ask  of  your 
predecessor  iu  the  War  Department,  a  letter 
of  resignation,  or  to  resort  to  the  more  dis- 
agreeable expedient  of  suspending  you  by  tbe 
appointment  of  a  successor. 

As  stated  in  your  letter,  tbe  nominotion  of 
Gov  Cox,  of  Ohio,  for  Secretary  of  War  was 
suggested  to  mo.  His  appoiutment  as  Mr. 
Stanton's  suecessor  was  urged  io  your  name, 
and  it  was  said  his  selection  would  save  fur- 
ther embarrassment,  I  did  not  think  that  in 
the  selection  of  a  Cabinet  officer  1  should  be 
trammeled  by  such  considerations.  I  was 
prepared  to  take  the  responsibility  of  decid- 
ing the  question  in  accordance  with  my  idecs 
of  constitutional  duties,  and  having  deter- 
mined upon  a  course  which  I  deemed  right 
and  proper,  was  anxious  to  learn  the  steps 
you  would  take  should  poesesaion  of  tbe  War 
Department  be  demanded  by  Mr  Stanton. 
Had  your  action  beeu  in  conformity  witb  the 
understanding  between  us,  I  do  not  believe 
that  tbe  embarrassments  would  have  attained 
their  present  proportions,  or  that  the  proba- 
bilities of  their  repetition  would  have  been  so 
great. 

I  know  that  with  a  view  to  an  early  termina- 
tion of  a  state  of  affairs  so  detrimental  to  the 
public  interests  you  voluntarily  offered  both 
on  Monday,  the  15th  inst..  and  on  the  succeed- 
ing Sunday  to  call  upon  Mr.  Stanton  and  urge 
upon  him  that  the  good  of  the  service  required 
his  resignation.  1  confess  I  considered  your 
proposal  an  a  sort  of  reparation  for  tbe  fail- 
ure on  your  part  to  act  in  accordance  with  an 
under8tanding,more  than  once  repeated  which 
I  considered  received  your  full  assent,  and 
under  which  you  Rhould  have  returned  to  me 
the  office  which  I  had  conferred  upon  you,  thus 
saving  yourself  fiom  embarrassment  and 
leaving  the  responsibility  where  it  properly 
belonged— with  the  President,  who  is  account- 
abl*  for  the  faithful  execution  of  tbe  laws.  I 
have  not  yet  been  informed  by  you  whether, 
as  twice  proposed  by  yourself,  you  had  called 
upon  Mr.  Stanton  aud  made  an  effort  to  in- 
duce bim  to  voluntarily  resign  from  the  War 
Department. 

You  conclude  your  communication  witb  a 
reference  to  our  conversation  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Cabinet  on  tho  14th  inst.  In  your  ac- 
count of  what  there  occurred  you  say  that  "aft- 
er the  President  had  given  bis  version  of  our 
previous  conversations,  you  stated  them  sub- 
stantially es  given  in  your  letter,  and  that  you 
in  no  wise  admitted  tbe  correctness  of  his 
statement,  though,  to  soften  the  evident  con- 
tradiction of  my  statement,  I  said,  alluding  to 
our  first  conversation  on  the  subject,  the 
President  might  have  understood  it  the  way 
stated,  viz  :  "  that  I  had  promised  to  reiign  if 
I  did  not  resist  the  reinstatement  I  made  no 
such  promise." 

My  recollection  of  what  thca  transpired  is 
diametrically  the  reverse  of  your  declaration. 
In  tbe  prcseuco  of  the  Cabinet,  I  asked  you: 
1st,  If,  in  a  conversation  which  took  place 
shortly  after  your  appointment  as  Secretary  of 
War  ad  interim  you  did  not  agree  to  remain 
at  the  head  of  the  War  Department  and  abide 
any  judicial  proceedings  that  might  follow  the 
non  concurrence  ol  the  Senate  in  Mr  Stanton's 


involved  in  such  controversy,  put  me  in  the 
same  position  with  reference  to  the  office  pre- 
vious to  your  appointment  by  returning  11  10 
me  in  time  to  anticipate  such  action  by  the 
Senate?   This  you  admitted. 

2d.  I  then  asked  you  if  nt  the  timeof  the  con- 
ference on  the  preceding  Saturday  1  had  not, 
to  avoid  misunderstanding,  requested  you  to 
state  what  you  intended  to  do,  and  further,  if 
in  reply  to  that  iuquiry,  you  had  not  reterr.-d 
to  my  former  conversations.  saying1that  from 
them  1  understood  your  position,  and  that 
your  action  would  be  consistent  with  the  un- 
derstanding which  had  been  reached  to  the.-o 
questions.  You  also  replied  in  the  affirm- 
ative. 

3d.  I  next  asked  if,  at  the  conclusion  of  our 
interview  on  Saturday,  it  was  aaAatatssd  we 
were  to  have  nnother  conference  on  Monday 
before  the  final  action  of  the  Senate  on  tb* 
case  of  Mr.  Stanton.  You  replied  that  sue  h 
was  the  understanding,  but  that  you  did  not 
suppose  tbe  Senate  would  act  so  soon.  On 
.Monday  you  said  you  had  been  engaged .  na  con- 
ference with  Gen.  Sherman,  and  wereoccupied 
wuh  many  lane  matter*,  an<J  asked  it  Oen. 
Sherman  had  not  called  OS  me  that  day.  What 
relevancy  Gen.  Sherman  s  visit  tome" on  Mss- 
Jay  had  with  the  purpose  for  which  you  were 
to  have  called.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  BStesivs,  as 
he  certainly  did  net  inform  me  whether  you 
tiad  determined  to  retain  the  office  or  to  afford 
me  an  opportunity  to  appoint  a  successor,  in 
advance  of  ary  attempted  roinet:iti-ment  ot 
Mr.  Stanton. 

This  account  of  what  passed  between  us  at 
the  Cabinet  meeting  on  the  14th  inst.  widely 
differs  from  that  con*ained  in  your  commu- 
nication, for  it  shows  that,  instead  of  having 
stated  our  conversations  es  given  in  the  letter 
which  has  mad  -  this  reply  necessary,  you  ad- 
muted  tnat  my  rsestSJ  01  Uittu  was  entirely 
accurate.  Sincerely  anxious,  however,  to  be 
correct  in  my  statements.  I  have  to  day  rend 
this  narration  of  what  occurred  on  the  14th 
inst.  to  the  members  of  the  Cabinet  who  were 
present.  They,  without  exception,  agree  in 
its  accuracy,  that,  on  Wednesday  morn.nc. 
the  15th,  you  called  on  me.  in  compuny  with 
Lieut. -Gen.  Sherman  After  some  prelimina- 
ry conversation  you  remarked  that  an  article 
111  tne  aNuliOiiui  jnteiaycitier  ol  that  date 
did  you  much  injustice.  1  replied  that  I 
bad  not  read  the  Intelligencer  of  that  morning. 
You  first  told  me  it  was  your  intention  to 
urge  Mr.  Stanton  to  resign  his  office. 

After  you  had  withdrawn  1  carefully  read 
the  article  of  which  you  spoke,  and  found  its 
statements  of  the  understanding  between  aa 
to  be  aubstamially  correct.  On  the  17th  I 
caused  it  to  be  rend  to  four  or  five  members 
of  the  cabinet  who  were  present  at  our  confer- 
ence on  the  14th,  And  they  concurred  in  the 
general  accuracy  of  the  statements  respecting 
our  conversation  on  that  occasion.  In  reply 
to  your  communication  1  have  deemed  it  prop- 
er, to  prevent  further  misunderstanding,  to 
make  this  aimple  recital  ot  fact-

nf  the  United  Stabs— Sir  .—I  have  the  honor 
1  o  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  the  31st  u It. ,  in  answer  to  mine  of 
the  23th  ult.  After  a  careful  ^reading  and 
comparison  of  the  15th  ult.  with  the  article 
over  the  initials,  J.  B.  S.,  in  the  New  York 
World  of  the  28th  ult,  purporting  to  bp  based 
upon  your  statement  and  that  of  the  members 
ot  the  Cabinet  therein  named.  I  find  it  to  be 
but  only  a  reiteration,  only  sompwhat  more  in 
detail,  of  the  many  and  gross  misrepresenta- 
tions contained  in  that  article,  and  which  ray 
statement  of  facts  set  forth  in  my  letter  of  the 
24th  ult.  was  intended  to  correct,  and  herein 
I  reassert  the  correctness  of  my  statements  in 
that  letter,  anything  in  yours  in  reply  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

I  confess  my  surprise  that  thp  Cabinet  offi- 
cers referred  to  should  so  greatly  misappre- 
hend the  facts  concerning  the  admission  alle- 
ged to  have  been  made  by  me  at  the  Cabinet 
meeting  on  the  1-ith  ult.  as  to  suffer  their 
names  to  be  made  the  basis  of  the  charges  in 
the  newspaper  article  referred  to,  or  agree  to 
the  accuncy.  as  you  affirm  they  do,  of  your 
account  of  what  occurred  at  that  meeting. 
You  know  we  parted  on  the  11  ult.  without 
any  promise  on  my  part  expressed  or  implied 
to  the  effect  that  I  would  hold  on  to  the  office 
of  Secretary  of  War  ad  interim  against  tbe 
action  of  the  Senate,  or  declining  to  do  fo, 
would  surrender  it  to  you  before  such  action 
WaSsduid,  or  that  I  would  see  you  again  at  any 
firlHT.ime  on  the  subject. 

The  performance  of  the  promises  alleged 
to  have  been  made  by  me  would  have  involved 
a  resistance  of  the  law  and  an  inconsistency 
with  the  whole  history  of  my  connection  with 
the  suspension  of  Mr.  Stanton.  From  our 
conversation  and  my  written  protest  of  .\aji, 
1st,  1867,  against  the  removal  of  Mr.  Stanton, 
you  must  have  known  my  greatest  objection 
to  his  removal  was  the  fear  that  some  one 
would  be  appointed  iu  his  stead  who  would, 
by  their  opposition  to  tbe  laws  relating  to 
the  restoration  of  the  Southern  States  to  their 
proper  relations  to  the  Government  embar- 
rass the  army  in  the  performance  of  the  du- 
ties especially  imposed  upon  it  by  the  laws, 
and  that  it  was  to  prevent  such  an  appoint- 
ment that  I  accepted  the  appointment  of  Sec- 
retary of  War  ad  interim,  and  not  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling  you  to  get  rid  of  Mr.  Stanton 
by  withholding  from  him  iv  opposition  to  the 
law.  or  not  doing  so  myself,  surrender  to  one 
who  would,  as  the  statement  and  assumptions 
in  your  communication  plainly  indicate,  was 
sought;  and  it  was  to  avoid  this  danger,  as 
well  a3  to  relieve  you  from  the  personal  em- 
barrassment in  which  Mr.  Stanton'.*  reinstate- 
ment would  place  you,  that  I  urged  the  ap- 
pointment of  Governor  Cox,  believing  it 
would  be  agreeable  to  you  and  also  to  Mr.

Satisfied  as  I  was  that  it  was  the  good  of  the 
country  and  not  the  office  the  latter  desired, 
on  the  13th  ult ,  in  the  presence  of  Gen.  Sher- 
man. I  stated  to  you  J  thonght  Mr.  Stanton 
would  resign,  but  did  not  say  I  would  advise 
bim  to  do  so.  On  the  l£ih  I  did  agree  with 
Gen.  Sherman  to  go  and  advise*  him  to  that 
course,  and  on  the  19th  I  had  an  interview 
alone  with  Mr  Stanton,  which  led  me  to  the 
conclusion  that  any  advice  would  be  assess] 
and  so  informed  ueu.  Sherman.  Before  I 
eonsented  to  advise  Mr.  Stantou  to  resign  I 
understood  from  him,  in  a  conversation  on 
the  subject  immediately  after  his  reinstate- 
ment, it  was  his  opinion  that  the  act  of  Con- 
gress entitled  an  act  temporarily  to  3upply  va- 
cancies in  the  Executive  Department  in  cer- 
tain case:*,  approved  Feb.  20.  1S63.  was  re- 
pealed by  subsequent  legislation,  which  ma- 
terially influenced  my  aetioo. 

Previous  to  this  time  I  had  no  doult  that 
the  law  of  1863  was  still  in  force,  and  not 
withstanding  my  action,  an  examination  of 
the  laws  leaves  a  question  in  my  mind  whe 
ther  it  is  or  is  not  repealed.  This  being  the 
case,  I  could  not  now  advise  his  resignation, 
lest  the  same  danger  I  apprehended  on  the 
first  removal  might  follow.  The  course  you 
would  have  it  understood  I  agreed  to  pursue 
was  in  violation  of  law  and  orders  from  you, 
while  the  course  1  did  pursue,  and  which  I 
never  doubted  you  fully  understood,  was  in 
accordance  with  law,  and  not  in  disobedience 
to  any  orders  of  my  superior. 

And  now,  Mr.  President,  when  my  houor  as 
a  soldier  and  integrity  as  a  man  has  been  so 
violently  assailed,  pardon  me  for  saying  lbs! 
1  can  but  reg  rd  this  whole  matter  from  be 
ginning  to  end  as  an  attempt  to  involve  me 
in  the  resistance  of  the  law.  for  which  you 
hesitated  to  assume  the  responsibility,  in  or- 
der thus  to  destrov  the  character  before  the 
country.  I  am  in  a  measure  confirmed  in  this 
conclusion  by  your  recent  orders,  directing 
me  to  disobey  orders  from  the  Secretary  ot 
War.  my  superior  and  your  subordinate. 
Without  having  countermandedhis  authority 
I  am  to  disobey  him.  With  the  assurance, 
Mr.  President,  that  nothing  less  than  a  vindi- 
cation of  my  personal  honor  and  character 
could  have  induced  this  correspondence  on 
my  part.

We 
once  saw  a  striking  illustration  of  this  differ 
ence  An  open  ditch,  tome  two  leet  in  depth 
and  many  rods  in  lcu*-m.  bad  been  du£  to 
dram  a  small  pond.  The  earth  taken  frum 
this  ditch,  was  thrown  by  the  shovel  and 
scattered,  puck  a  rod  or  mure  on  each  side, 
over  the  BOriace  of  the  fio.d.  which  was  after 
wards  sown  with  wheat.  The  succeeding 
•uiDDttr  was  unfavorable  to  una  crop  .  atid 
whiic'tiie  rest  did  not  average  a  product  ot 
more  (than  five  buahels  to  tbe  acre,  me  portion 
which  had  been  drcsteij  a  ah  the  auusoil. 
yielded,  by  estimate,  at  tbe  rate  of  twenty 
buftkela  The  ehVct  could  nut  be  ascribed  to 
draining,  as  there  were  many  other  portio::.-. 
equally  dry.  Tbe  conclusion  was  obvious. — 
the  subsoil  coutaiued  certain  ingtediettts. 
which.  .:.  a •  J  with  the  top  ami.  oiade  it  ex 
actly  what  v.as  wanted  for  wheat.  Our  own 
1  Aanii nation  of  NfMM  soils  in  Western  N-  w 
York,  commonly  termed  limestone  soils, 
have  sbowa  by  effervescence  in  acids, 
the  existence  of  carbonate  of  lime,  ten 
inches  or  more  below  the  surface,  whi  e 
not  tbe  sliirhteat  trace  could  be  detected  at  the 
top  That  an  admixture  of  theae  unlike  p  >r- 
Uous  would  be  useful,  has  beeu  repeatedly 
shown  by  the  fact  that  throwing  up  a  portion 
ot  the  deep  soil  by  plowing,  has  n  metimes 
added  largely  to  the  product.  A  farmer  in 
Cayuga  county  told  us  that  be  had  increased 
his"  wheat  crop  from  about  twenty-five  to 
about  thirty  five  bushels  to  the  acre,  by  run- 
uin,-  the  plow  two  inches  deeper  than  in  the 
practice.  Another  farmer  in  tae  same  county 
was  an  well  satisfied  with  tbe  superiority  of 
the  subsoil,  that  be  asserted  that  be  would 
gladly  get  rid  01  six  inches  at  the  top,  if  he 
could  have  it  uil  p  ired  off.  and  carried  out  ol 
the  way.  lie  undoubtedly  stated  the  case  too 
.atrowutv  ;  it  would  probably  been  better  to 
have  intermixed  the  two  parts— but  his  re 
mark  showed  his  strong  conviction  of  the 
value  of  the- subsoil.  Many  of  our  readers 
will  rem^inoer  ihe  experiments  of  A  B  Dick 
inson.  in  spreading  the  soil  over  his  grass 
lands,  by  artificial  flooding,  and  the  he.ivy 
crops  of  gra»s  '  three  ions  per  acre)  from  this 
treatment.  Ihe  result  was,  doubtless,  to  be 
partiy'attributed  to  the  character  of  tbe  un 
deraoil  which  wae  washed  over  the  field. 
There  are.  it  is  true,  many  subsoils  which  uo 

.  mm  po«2*s  these  good  qualities,  but  it  is  well 
worm  trying  them  on  a  moderate  scale,  as 
small  quantities  applied  to  the  rurface  may 
be  pi*  tivelv  beneficial,  while  larger  masac*> 
would  he  injurioug. 

It  is  weu  wurth  while  for  every  farmer  to 
experiment,  more  or  less  ia  this  direction,  ia 
a  small  way.  or  more  extensively,  as  circum- 
stances and  success  in  ay  indicate.  It  may 
often  happen  that  the  enriching  or  improving 
earth  is  too  deep  dov-  n  to  be  thrown  up  by  the 
plow,  in  which  case  small  pits  may  be  du,.-, 
or  still  better,  trenches  or  ditches  may  be  cut, 
from  which  the  subsoil  is  to  be  thrown  will 
the  shovel  from  some  distance  around  ll 
this  work  can  be  done  by  laborers  in  wir.Ur. 
srho  would  otherwise  be  idle,  an  important 
point  would  be  gained,  if  the  nature  of  the 
.ground  allow*  1:  to  be  wholly  done  by  Land 
and  shovel,  it  may  be  performed  at  one  hall 
the  cost  required  to  wheel  it  a  few  rods  ii 
barrows,  and  then  spread  from  them,  aud  at 
one  quarter  ot  the  cost  of  drawing  by  horses 
and  spreading  trom  wagons.  This  is  about 
the  rcmtive  rate  of  excuvadng  on  railroad 
contracts— barrow  work  being  rather  less  than 
one  half  the  expense  ot  teaming  by  wagons. 

During  the  winter  season  of  the  year,  as  we 
have  already  stated,  much  of  this  work  may 
be  performed  to  advantage  Muck  may  be 
drawn  out  from  the  drained  swamps,  on  sled* 
or  carts,  or  by  barrowe.  according  to  the  re- 
quired distance,  borne  times  beds  of  shell 
marl  may  be  employed  as  an  enncber  to  a 
certain  extent,  and  in  connection  with  ma 
Dure  and  green  crops.  One  precaution,  to 
prevent  the  beds,  pits  or  trenchte  from 
freezing  in  cold  uignu.  will  be  valuable — 
namely  :  to  dig  up  the  surface  loosely,  with 
pick  or  spade,  before  leaving  lor  the  night. 
This  wtil  prevent  the' rest  trom  running  down 
into  the  masa  below,  while  this  crumbled  auo 
m<»llow  surface  is  easily  brokaD  in  the  morn- 
ing.
